On being ssked to sure 
render the Germans opened the sen 
cocks and the ship ‘sank upright. 
British naval doctors attended to the 
German wounded ashore. 

This actlon ended the former Gere 
man China Squadron, in which the 
Germans lost’ 5,000 men, including 
those on the transports. The British 
lost only ‘nine men.

.Up to now, most of the decisive en- 
Ragements In this new, strange war 
have not been military or naval nor 
neria), but diplomatic. 

The war was precipitated by a 
diplomatic engagement, the Russo- 
German~agreement—described —as—a 
non-ogiression pact, but now seen to 
have been a secret treaty for the 
partition of Poland and the absorp- 
tlon by Russla of the Baltic States. 
Was this pact the result of the opcra- 
tion of the Inw of attraction? Did 
the Russian and German Govern- 
ments, which hud for years vocifer- 
eusly condemned cach other, and the 
German und Russian peoples, who 
had long been taught to despise and 
distrust cach other, suddenly become 
mutually attractive and throw them- 
selves each Inte the other's arms in 
an overwhelming frenzy of affec- 
tion? ; 

It appears not. The enmity en- 
gendered by years of propaganda was 
not climinated by a stroke of the 
pen.

{ndepehdence and Integrity, which 
eon. best be done through friendship 
with the Allies, 

It is npparent.jn the over-whelming 
sympathy of the people of the United 
States, ns revealed in every poll of 
public opinion, with the cuuse of the 
Western Eurepenn Democruaeles.

DRIBBLING 


OME players are tempted to 

use dribbling o ball asa chanco 

for oxhiblting fancy trloka, A 
great mistake, for dribbling 1s 
heeded most of ali at a time when 
taney work would land tho player 
in trouble. 

Dribbilng almost-invarinbly preecdes 
nw pass and alms ot decelving tho 
opposition an to the nature and dircce 
‘tlon of the pass, There is Iittlo excuse 
for dribbling in the open, . 

Clever [ootwork alms at upsetting 
nearby opposing players. It cannot 


cause a player at o distance to fall ’ 


very badly out of position. + 

One essential In dribbling is that the 
plnycr: in possession should never lose 
control of or contact with the ball. 
For this reason he must keep the ball 
close to his fect. 


Using Either Foot 


Forward progression should be mnin- 


tained, not by kicking well ahead, but. - 


by nserles of light, short taps from one 
foot to the other, uxually with the-in- 
side of the foot. The ball should never 
bo more than about four feet ahead of 
the player. c 
While tho elevercst of players havo 
shown magnificent footwork, it is not 
this alone, which mnkes a success of 
dribbling. Remember that the oppost- 
tlon are influenced more by the neilons 
of the player in-possess:on of the ball 
thian by the nctuat ponition of the ball, 
In planning to anticipate his next 
move they ennnot rely op the ball for 
i ruidanec. They watch the player and 
1 decide by his actions just where he In- 
tends ta go or where he intends ‘to 
pass the ball. 
Thus the player who expects to get 
the most out of dais dribbling: sisi] must 


learn to control his body, hut only 50 as 
to bo nblo to control the ball, but also 
so that he may bo able to deceive tho 
opposition.. i 

By a clover awaying of the body a 
player may convey the im ression that 
he Is going in tho-dircetion in which 
he ts leaning, but much practice can 
enable him to wre that body sway as a 
clever bjt of camouilhge, 


Opponents Bluffed ; 
“Keep tho -olhers guecsing". 1s 
something the . sucsecsful dribbler, 
always has in mind. And you will find 
there are many ways of dolng it, ways 
that are invented on the spur of tho 
moment. Seg LS 

Equal abllity in cach foot is another 
essentinl, and the abiilty -to dribblo 
with the outside ag well as;the inside. 
Naturally the dribble with the outside 
of the foot 1s much more diMcult than 
“with tho inalde, but a little bit of prac- 
tlee will show that the difficullics are 
not insurmountabte, 

One thing to guard against in using 
the outslde of the foot fs a natural 
tendency to drive the ball outwards in-

Bird shops may not be opened 
abave the ground floor level or in 
premises which are In addition uscd 
for other forms of busihess.. 

Must Have Concrete Floors 

It js further provided that the 
yround surface of every bird ‘shop 
shall be paved with a layer of not 
less than six Inches of good limes 
‘conercte, or not Tess than three inches 
cf cement-concrete, With a smooth 
gurface. 
to a height of ten feet or to the 
eriting, if |t. Js less than ten fect 
This must be done 
with ecement-mortar, rendered 
smooth, or with any ofher such non- 
nbsorbent material as the Urban 
Council may approve. 

Unless the front part of 
is kept clear and unobstructed, ». It 
shill be provided with a window or 
twindows, the area of which shall be 
squal {o ut least one tenth of the 
area of the fluor of the bird shop or 
room, At least one-half of the win- 
alow area ‘shall be capable of being 
opened to the external air, 

Every cage and receptable containe 
ing, birds shall have an open barred 
front and the aren of the framework 
and bars shatl not exceed one third 
of the total urea of the front. 

Size Of Cages 

No such cage or receptable used for 
the ‘confinement of any animal (not 
being n winged animal or a reptile 
or insect) shall be permitted unless 
‘Itcis -of-sufficient-size-to-enable.every. 
animal confined therein to stand 
erect, or to lic down at full length. 

No winged animals may be kept In 
a cage unless it contains sufficient 
perches for the accommodation of all 
the occupants when standing erect. 

-In the case of winged ‘animals or 
other animals not accustomed to 
standing on perches, the cage must 
be of suMclent side to ennble the 
nnimals to stand erect on the floor. 
In either case the cage must be of 
tufficient size to ennble the occupant 
to stretch its wings to the fullest 


extent, 
| Every bird shop must have a good 
supply of clean potable water’ for the 
use of the animals. : 
The bird shop and the cages must 
ve maintained in a clean and sanitary 
condition, and free from vermin, © 
The floor and walls of the bird 
shop must be cleaned’ at least unce 
a do , and the same condition ap- 
plies to cages and receptables. 
The Inside walls and the ceiling of 
the ‘shop shall be Hme-washed at 
least once in every three months.

A special commentary on the
